Welcome to the Long Beach Expo and Heritage's official Signature auction! The new year started on an up 
note in Fort Lauderdale, and we are pleased to and head west after a successful FUN event. Our Florida U.S. 
Coins auction saw an increase of nearly 27% in prices realized over the year-ago FUN results. Our combined 
numismatic auctions (including World and U.S. Currency and the Heritage New York World and Ancient coins) 
topped $65 million as of mid-month in January, 2017. 


We fully expect the Long Beach Signature event to continue this positive trend. The total number of lots is 
up more than 50% from a year ago, including our Premier Session that presents an impressive 551 lots on 
Thursday evening of the show. Three floor sessions on Friday include a special Medals & Tokens auction slated 
for a 10:00 a.m. (Pacific Time) start. 


Highlights are spread across numerous series and collector specialties. A strong representation of U.S. 
Colonials includes several rare issues: 


• A 1787 Immunis Columbia copper, AU55 ★ NGC, Eagle Reverse, one of just four known 
struck on a broad flan (Ex: Parmelee, Ten Eyck, Newcomer, Green, Newman). 

• 1785 Immune Columbia Silver, Nova Constellatio Reverse with Reeded Edge, graded 
AU53 NGC. CAC. 

• The finest-known Running Fox New Jersey copper, Maris 77-dd, certified MS65 Brown 
NGC (Ex: Jackman, Green). 


Silver type is well-represented, from early issues to later key dates and Mints: 


• An attractive 1794 Flowing Hair silver dollar with VF details, the Laurence H. Gardner 
specimen. 

• A 1798 Draped Bust dollar, MS63, Pointed 9, Wide Date, B-23, BB-105 - an always- 
popular Guide Book variety. 

• A 1919-D Standing Liberty quarter, a Registry-grade showpiece, certified MS66 NGC. 

Gold is in strong demand across all denominations. Highlights of the auction include: 

• An 1807 Bust Right five dollar certified MS64+ PCGS - the BD-1 Small Stars reverse - 
second-finest at PCGS. 

• An 1869 proof quarter eagle graded PR66 Deep Cameo PCGS, one of only 25 pieces 
struck and the finest-graded example. 

• A 1921 Saint-Gaudens double eagle, an important key date, seldom seen at the present 
grade of MS62 PCGS. 



The special Medals and Tokens session on Friday morning includes new-to-market Selections from the Eric P. Newman 
Numismatic Education Society as well as an important consignment of Betts medals. Together, these two consignments 
headline an outstanding medals and tokens offering. Several of the Eric P. Newman tokens are offered in group lots and 
we encourage bidders to pay close attention. Be sure to view the online images. Here is a brief sampling from the session: 


• A seldom-seen one-bit token struck in German silver by Dr. Feuchtwanger, presumably on behalf of 
New York merchant R.E. Russell, with an obverse common to the HT-268 Feuchtwanger cents. 

• An (1808) Sansom Medal MS63 Brown NGC, Julian CM-5b, Baker-58A, Greenslet-82, Musante GW- 
92. This is a splendidly executed bronze U.S. Mint medal engraved by John Reich, with conjoined 
busts of Washington and Franklin with an impressive eagle reverse. 

• A 1677 Franco-Dutch war medal depicting the Dutch fleet burned at Tobago, Betts-56, MS62 PCGS, 
struck in silver. 

• A 1687 Silver Shoals Treasure medal, Betts-67, silver, MS62 PCGS. Ex: Strathtay Collection.

1,000 lots to be auctioned in our Online Signature Session to be held on Sunday, February 19 following the event.

3001 1662 Oak Tree Twopence, Large 2 — Chop Mark — PCGS 
Genuine. VF Details. Noe-34, W-240, Salmon 1-B, R.5. A letter 
D is counterstamped on the central obverse, but this cream-gray 
example is otherwise attractive. Mostly well defined, though a few 
peripheral letters exhibit greater wear. All Oak Tree twopence are 
from the same die pair, though the 2 in the date and the nearby 
letters AN were recut midway through coinage. The distinction 
between Noe-33 and Noe-34 is indefinite, related to the strength of 
the horizontal die crack through the date. Salmon (2010) merged 
Noe-32, Noe-33, Noe-33.5, and Noe-34 into a single listing. 
Whitman (2009) designated all Oak Tree twopence as W-240. 
Listed on page 40 of the 2017 Guide Book. 

3002 1722 Rosa Americana Penny, UTILE, AU55 PCGS. M. 2.21- 
Ea.3, W-1278, R.4. Glimpses of golden-brown emerge from 
protected areas, but this glossy penny is predominantly chocolate- 
brown. The strike is good and the surfaces lack any distractions. 
Ideal for the Early American type collector. Listed on page 44 of 
the 2017 Guide Book.

An intermediate die state 
with moderate crumbling on POPULI. Certified in a green label 
holder.

Ryder 4-C, 
W-5940, R.2. This is a pleasing type-coin example of the 1787 
Massachusetts half cent, showing glossy burgundy-brown surfaces 
that are free of environmental impairments. The strike is even and 
well-centered. Central definition is above average — the shield is 
not fully defined, but HALF CENT is bold; the Indian’s tunic is 
well-detailed. Satiny luster remains in the fields. Census: 9 in 62

Virtually 
all known examples are holed near 12 o’clock, as issued to wear at 
Washington’s Boston civic funeral procession, held on his birthday 
anniversary in 1800. This microgranular slate-gray representative 
is unblemished except for marks near the obverse rim at 9 o’clock, 
and on the reverse rim opposite at 3 o’clock.

The Boyd-Clarke-Wurtzbach-Norweb-Hain 
specimen had “two planchet wrinkles” and a noticeable straight 
edge clip at 3 o’clock. The Mills-Boyd-Ford example has a similar 
distracting clip at 3 o’clock. Garrett’s coin is comparable in grade 
to the present lot, but has an edge split and a smaller diameter. The 
Newcomer-Clarke-Boyd example from New Netherlands’ 60th 
sale had an “irregular flan split.” The Stickney-Breisland-Roper 
coin is circulated, oval-shaped, and “has a few old minor scratches 
and some incrustation.” Three circulated examples are held by in 
the ANS. The variety was absent from Stearns, Eliasberg, Picker, 
Oechsner, Hawn, and Massachusetts Historical Society auctions. 

A remarkable Gem, this MS65 example displays shimmering 
luster across lightly toned and unabraded gunmetal, ice-blue, and 
caramel-gold surfaces.

This Immune Columbia variety exists in copper with about three 
known, and in silver as offered here with about 12 to 15 known. 
Michael Hodder estimated 15 known in the Ford catalog, while the 
Whitman Encyclopedia rates the variety “URS-4(?)” which suggests 
only five to eight are known. This is one of many colonial issues 
where an accurate published census would be extremely valuable. 

In his 1988 Encyclopedia, Walter Breen attributed these pieces 
to George Wyon’s Birmingham Mint under the guidance of 
engraver Walter Mould. Breen stated that Mould emigrated in 
1785, bringing dies and other equipment with him. Research has 
shown that Mould actually arrived in America two years earlier in 
1783. Since these pieces and the Nova Constellatio coppers were 
all struck in 1785 or later, it is clear that either: 1. These coins were 
made in America, or 2. They were not made by Walter Mould. The 
numismatic debate about who, when, and where continues. 

An exceptional silver example of this important die marriage 
with reflective surfaces beneath delicate champagne and pale blue- 
green patina. A glass reveals the few trivial marks and faint hairlines 
that are consistent with the age and grade of this important piece.

The Donald Groves 
Partrick coin is tied with the Norweb example for the second 
finest. This piece has exceptional olive and chestnut'brown 
surfaces with hints of peripheral maroon toning. A single rim 
bump at the upper obverse is the only imperfection. 

A 12-page pamphlet dated May 13, 1785 was published at 
the same time as the report in the Journal of the Continental 
Congress. The pamphlet, Propositions Respecting the Coinage of 
Gold, Silver, and Copper, is attributed to Thomas Jefferson, and 
also included the work of Hugh Williamson, Robert Morris, and 
Gouverneur Morris. That report stated the original vision for 
the Inimica Tyrannis obverse design: 

“An Indian, his right foot on a crown, a bow in his left' 

hand, in his right'hand thirteen arrows, and the inscription 
MANUS INIMICA TYRANNIS.” 

The two Confederatio reverse dies are distinguished by the size 
of stars, and the size of the circle containing those stars, small or 
large. Those two dies were combined with various obverse dies 
to create eight varieties, each in copper except as noted. The 
numbers in parenthesis are the estimated number known for 
each variety: 

1. Inimica Tyrannis America, Large Circle W'5630 (7) 

2. Inimica Tyrannis America, Large Circle, silver (1) 

3. Inimica Tyrannis Americana, Small Circle W'5635 (9)

With nine examples known, the Americana Small Stars 
(Circle) Confederatio is the most plentiful variety, if indeed any 
could be called plentiful.

There are two formats 
known for the 1787 Immunis Columbia coins. The narrow planchet 
coins are typically 26 to 27 mm., with about 100 examples known. 
The wide planchet overstrikes, such as the present piece, are about 
29 to 30 mm., with just four examples believed to survive. Typically, 
overstruck coins used random coppers pulled from circulation to 
provide additional planchet stock. But each of the known wide 
planchet Immunis Columbia pieces are on identical New Jersey 
varieties, suggesting these Immunis Columbia pieces were coined 
alongside certain New Jersey coppers. 

In New Jersey State Coppers, Roger Siboni, John Howes, and Buell 
Ish identify the broad planchet overstrikes as 1) an example in the 
Col. Phares O. Sigler Collection; 2) the present Newman coin; 3) 
an example in the 1976 ANA sale; and 4) the Garrett specimen. 

The present example is exceptionally original and high- 
end for the AU55 NGC grade, as indicated by the NGC Star 
designation. The oversized flan allows the design to be viewed 
in its entirety, including all dentilation, the legends, and a full 
date. Ample evidence of the undertype exists, especially at the 
margins where a second row of dentils remains from the undertype. 
The medium-brown surfaces are boldly struck and display hints of 
orange-brown patina. 

The 1787 broad-flan design is not to be confused with the more 
common Immunis Columbia pieces that were struck on smaller 
diameter planchets, with the legends and/or the date running off 
the too-small flans. Those coins are thought to have been struck 
later than the broad-flan coins, possibly at the Rahway mint in 
1788 or later in Elizabethtown, NJ.

Although little border detail is evident, the strike is nicely centered 
and bold, with the brushed mane of the horse fully detailed. A 
short die crack or defect extends in from the border through the 
letter C. Minor clash marks are noted on both sides of this Gem.

The 1907-D is much more difficult to 
locate than its generous production might indicate, with a mintage 
exceeding 4 million pieces. Indeed, PCGS and NGC combined 
report only about 200 examples in all levels of preservation. 
David Lawrence (1991) cites a 1907 account alleging that four 
wagonloads of dimes leaving the Denver Mint were lost in the 
Black Canyon (unfortunately, there are no figures on how many 
dimes comprise a wagonload). 

Superb Gem examples such as the current offering are extremely 
rare. The two grading services have seen just four MS67s and two 
coins finer, both at NGC. Peripheral cobalt-blue, lavender, and 
gold-orange toning frames the soft rose-violet centers. The devices 
are sharply struck and both sides have been well cared for. Registry 
Set enthusiasts should be aware this coin, with CAC endorsement, 
is likely the leading candidate.

Details. Regardless of the year or the state of the coin market, it is 
challenging to acquire a pleasing 1794 Flowing Hair dollar in any 
condition — let alone one that is completely problem-free. The coin 
in this lot is not perfect, but it does possess a number of noteworthy 
and desirable features besides the incomparable 1794 date. Of 
obvious mention is the striking definition along the lower left 
obverse periphery, which is typically compromised by limitations of 
expertise and equipment at the early Mint in 1794. Stars 2, 3, and 4 
are discernible, if not complete, but star 1 can be described as being 
mostly absent. All four digits in the date are partially (if not mostly) 
present, this despite notable softness of detail over the 1. 

The reverse die was misaligned at the time of striking, with the 
resultant letters in STATES soft to the point of going missing at 
the tops of ATE. A tiny planchet flaw is noted at 7 o’clock at the 
dentils. All other design features are present, and there is satisfying 
bold definition in protected areas of the obverse portrait and 
reverse eagle. Both sides reveal only minor, scattered circulation 
marks, and none are particularly important given the amount of 
wear that this coin saw. Adjustment marks are noted at the base of 
the obverse under the date and to its left. 

Most of the surfaces display attractive dove-gray coloration, 
although we do note a few areas of reddish color and brief 
iridescence around the peripheries. This last feature brings us to 
this coin’s most significant rim characteristic: a small, semicircular 
piece of the planchet is missing at the top of the obverse, 
resembling a rim clip, but perhaps more accurately described as a 
planchet cut. It immediately pedigrees the piece as the Laurence 
H. Gardner specimen, who later bequeathed it to the Buffalo 
Historic Society where it resided for 60-odd years. We had the 
pleasure of selling this same coin as lot 822 of our April, 2006 
Midwinter ANA Signature event. The piece is currently listed on 
page 134 of the definitive Martin A. Logies reference. 

As an attractive, collector-grade survivor of America’s first 
silver dollar and a fabled numismatic rarity with good overall 
definition, the coin represents a bidding opportunity that one 
should consider most carefully.

old dies before those changes took effect. Probably no more than 
35,000 1798-dated Small Eagle dollars were produced and 200,000 
examples of the new Heraldic Eagle style were struck. Two die 
varieties are known for the Small Eagle dollars, while a whopping 31 
die combinations have been identified for the Heraldic Eagle type. 

The present coin represents the BB-105 variety, with a Pointed 
9 in the widely spaced date and an arc-star pattern on the reverse. 
The obverse die was previously used to strike the BB-104 variety 
of this date, while the reverse die was later used to produce the 
BB-106 variety (this usage was noted as early as 1881 by Captain 
John W. Haseltine and John Colvin Randall). The BB-105 is an 
available variety, with an estimated surviving population of 850- 
1,500 examples in all grades.

not officially abolished until 1899. More than 5 million Carson

The 1869 quarter eagle poses a 
major challenge in any format. Merely 4,320 circulation strikes were 
manufactured, plus 25 proofs to satisfy an elite group of contemporary 
collectors. Today, the proofs remain very rare numismatic delicacies 
for which only the most advanced specialists can compete. 

In his 1989 Proof Encyclopedia, Walter Breen estimated that 
12 to 15 specimens survived. CoinFacts reports a survivorship of 
16 to 20 proofs. PCGS has seen 13 submissions in all, including 
two Cameo pieces, and three Deep Cameo coins. NGC shows 
another 17 proofs. These figures are almost certainly inflated 
by multiple resubmissions and crossovers. There are only three 
submissions at the PR66 grade level, all with a Deep or Ultra 
Cameo designation. Two are at PCGS and one is at NGC. This 
piece is the former NGC coin, and may very well represent both 
PR66 Deep Cameo examples noted by PCGS (12/16). 

While the exact population figures paint a somewhat confusing 
picture, one thing is clear. This Premium Gem proof is one of the 
finest examples of this issue, if not the sole finest. It was previously 
offered by Stack’s Bowers in their July 2008 Baltimore sale. The 
cataloger noted at that time: “Unfortunately, the virtual perfection 
of this piece and the complete lack of toning, precludes us from 
determining any pedigree.” The history of this proof beyond its 
appearance more than eight years ago remains unknown. 

Deeply mirrored, jet-black fields display the orange-peel texture 
expected of a high-end proof from this era. They contrast boldly 
against thickly frosted and expectedly fully struck motifs. Eye 
appeal is outstanding. Each side is nearly pristine, with only a 
couple of trivial contact marks that make attribution possible.

The 1892 double eagle 
is a rarity in both business-strike and proof format. Many of the 
Philadelphia Mint twenties from the 1880s and early 1890s were 
low-mintage issues, some of them fabulous rarities with memorably 
low production figures, such as the 1882 and 1885, at 571 and 751 
business strikes, respectively. The emission of the 1892 business 
strikes was a meager 4,430 pieces, an effect of Treasury policy 
implemented in 1882 aimed at increasing the circulation of lower- 
denomination half eagles and eagles. The 1892 business strikes saw 
a complement of 93 recorded proofs, but it is a good bet that many 
were melted as unsold at year-end, a common Mint practice of the 
day. The experts at PCGS estimate that perhaps 24 to 28 coins 
survive today, a figure that aligns with the paucity of our auction 
offerings of this date, particularly with the Ultra Cameo or Deep 
Cameo designation. 

That brings us to the present coin, an amazingly deep-contrasted 
proof with profoundly “black” fields and thickly frosted devices.

The tension 
between these two men and their approach toward the production 
of the magnificent High Relief twenties gives us the stuff of 
great storytelling. The High Relief twenties, as we know them 
today, were only possible because of the personal intervention by 
President Theodore Roosevelt. After the sculptor’s death in early 
August 1907, production plans languished until the president 
insisted on striking the coins.

Existentialist philosopher Albert Camus commented in The 
Rebel (1951) that the purpose of sculpture is to restore in three 
dimensions “the unity of great style to the general disorder of 
gestures.” He went on to explain: “What it is looking for, in its 
periods of greatness, is the gesture, the expression, or the empty 
stare which will sum up all the gestures and all the stares in the 
world.” This is certainly what we find in Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ 
figure of Liberty taken from the Sherman monument. Unlike 
the lifelike and highly personalized representation of General 
Sherman, the figure of Liberty is a combination of the features of 
three different models. None is dominant and no particular gesture 
or expression is seen on Liberty’s face. Rather, as Camus wrote, it is 
the “empty stare” that Saint-Gaudens has brought forth. The same 
empty stare was later transferred to the bust of Liberty seen on his 
ten dollar gold piece and the reproduction of the Sherman Liberty 
seen on the High Relief twenty dollar. When struck in high relief, 
as seen on the first production run of the Saint-Gaudens double 
eagles, the effect is one of startling reality. Even though Liberty has 
an “empty stare,” it is clear that the figure is confidently striding 
forward into the future.

4108 1921 MS62 PCGS. The 1921 Saint-Gaudens double eagle is a 
rare issue in all grades and it ranks as the premier condition rarity 
of the series. Only four business-strike examples have been certified 
in Gem or better condition, making the 1921 less available in 
high grade than such acknowledged rarities as the 1927-D and the 
famous Ultra High Relief. Even MS64 specimens are great rarities 
and MS62 through MS63 coins are seldom encountered. The 1921 
is one of the few dates of the series that is actually seen more often 
in circulated grades than Mint State. 

No double eagles were struck at any U.S. mint in 1921 until 
November 25. Collectors trying to obtain an example during most 
of the year were told that none had been struck and there were no 
plans to strike twenty dollar coins that year. In late-November, it 
was deemed necessary to strike a small mintage of 90,000 double 
eagles at the Philadelphia Mint to serve as currency reserves 
for gold certificates that the government had issued. A larger 
mintage was achieved in December, bringing the yearly total to 
a respectable 528,500 pieces. However, these coins were strictly 
intended to serve as currency reserves, and none were released 
into circulation. Only a few well-connected collectors were able 
to secure high-grade specimens of the 1921 near the time of 
issue. These were acquired in clandestine transactions with Mint 
personnel or Treasury officials, like Dr. Thomas Louis Comparette, 
the curator of the Mint Cabinet. 

The situation was much different in the following years, and 
large mintages of double eagles were reported in most years of 
the 1920s. Eventually, a small number of 1921 double eagles was 
released into circulation because coins with other dates were 
available to serve their purpose as currency reserves. The bulk of 
the coins we know about today come from these later releases, 
and most show minor signs of circulation or extensive contact 
marks from rough handling during storage. Probably no more 
than 40-60 examples survive in all Uncirculated grades, with most 
examples grading no better than MS62. Many examples seen have 
lackluster surfaces, although the high-grade coins that are known 
have exceptional luster. The 1921 is usually sharply detailed, and 
the generally seen poor luster characteristics are most likely the 
result of mishandling over the years, rather than poor production 
values. In general, the 1921 was a well-produced issue, but finding 
an attractive specimen, without excessive surface marks, is one of 
the most difficult challenges in 20th century numismatics. 

The present coin is an attractive MS62 specimen, with sharply 
detailed design elements and vibrant mint luster throughout. Some 
prominent die cracks extend through the letters in LIBERTY at the 
top of the obverse. The pleasing orange-gold surfaces show a few 
hints of red and display the minimum number of scattered, minor 
contact marks for the grade. The overall presentation is quite 
attractive for this classic gold rarity.

The variety was first 
identified in January 2015 by Roger Burdette during a detailed research project for a pending Saint-Gaudens double eagle book. It took almost two 
years to locate a second specimen and have the variety certified by NGC. The variety shows deep parallel grooves across parts of the left obverse 
field next to the drapery. Deep file grooves are also boldly apparent above the letters RT of LIBERTY. The coin was made from a working die that 
evidently was partially defaced using a flat metal file. The file appears to have been harshly scraped across the obverse, leaving behind deep, parallel 
cuts in the working die. The balance of design relief is otherwise unaffected. Ninety pairs of dies were used for double eagles at San Francisco in 
1922, resulting in an average of 29,500 good coins per pair. Thus, the number of pieces from a single die pair was very modest. Burdette searched 
through more than 300 individual coins in auctions and in-hand, but was only able to locate one example of this variety, by photograph-only. 
Thus, this is presently one of only two pieces known. This example is from a later die state with two die cracks evident in the word LIBERTY 
at the top of the obverse. The mint luster is softly frosted and the surfaces are orange-gold with a few grade-consistent abrasions. The strike 
is notably strong throughout. This is a rare opportunity to acquire one of the few varieties in the Saint-Gaudens double eagle series.

4111 1924-S MS65 NGC. From a large mintage of 2.9 million pieces, 
the 1924'S Saint-Gaudens double eagle was one of the most 
challenging issues of the series in the 1940s, when collecting 
twenty dollar gold pieces first became popular in this country. It 
seems that most of the mintage was held in government stockpiles 
until the Gold Recall of 1933, and subsequently melted and stored 
as gold bars at the Fort Knox Bullion Repository. Roger W. Burdette 
discovered about 250,000 coins were distributed to Federal Reserve 
Banks, but far fewer actually reached circulation in this country. 
Some coins were used in foreign trade, and a number have surfaced 
in European and Latin American holdings over the years. Most 
of those coins are heavily bag marked, however, and the 1924'S 
remains a rare issue in MS65 condition. 

The present coin is a delightful Gem, with welLdetailed design 
elements and well-preserved yellow and rose-gold surfaces that 
show only minor signs of contact. Vibrant mint luster radiates from 
both sides and eye appeal is outstanding.

4112 1925-S MS62 PCGS. Although smaller denomination coinage 
quickly entered West Coast commerce in the 1920s, most of the 
double eagle production went into storage at the Treasury only 
to be melted during the 1933 Gold Recall. The small number of 
pieces released into circulation make up the bulk of survivors, 
with Uncirculated pieces scarce-to-rare in all grades. This is a 
pleasing Mint State representative with rich-gold color and strong 
frosted luster. An up-and-down strike shows sharpness on the main 
elements, with some peripheral weakness at the Capitol dome and 
at UNITED on the reverse.

Elusive Branch Mint Issue 



4113 1926-D AU58 PCGS. Despite the adequate mintage of 481,000 
pieces, the 1926-D Saint-Gaudens double eagle was considered one 
of the rarest coins of the series in the 1940s. Most of the mintage 
was held in Mint or Treasury vaults as currency reserves and never 
released into circulation. Ultimately, the coins in government 
custody were melted after the Gold Recall of 1933, and stored 
as gold bars in the Fort Knox Bullion Repository. Fortunately, 
a small number of 1926-D twenties was exported to European 
destinations to settle accounts in foreign trade. These refugees 
were repatriated in later years, making the 1926-S somewhat more 
available than it was in the ‘40s. No large number of coins ever 
surfaced, however, and Roger W. Burdette estimates the surviving 
population at 600 examples in all grades today. 

This attractive near-Mint specimen exhibits well-detailed 
design elements, with just a trace of friction on the high points 
of the devices. The pleasing orange-gold surfaces show only minor 
abrasions and retain almost all of their original mint luster. Eye 
appeal is outstanding.

The central 
devices are sharply struck, but the rims are not fully defined. PCGS 
has seen only 42 finer submissions (1/17), making this piece among 
the best typically within reach of the average double eagle collector.

Small strikes of gold in Colorado are recorded as early as 1849 — 
the year of the California Gold Rush — and 1850, both panned 
from the South Platte River mostly by gold-seekers who forged 
ahead to California, unimpressed by the small Colorado nuggets. 

But rumors of gold persisted. 

Other parties of potential gold miners, both whites and Indians, 
led sporadic expeditions to the Rocky Mountains area, one in what 
is today the Overland Park area of Denver. Another party headed 
by William Greeneberry Russell in 1858 struck a placer alluvial 
deposit in Little Dry Creek (present-day Englewood) that yielded 
about 20 ounces of gold, the first significant discovery recorded for 
the region. 

And another gold rush was under way. Pike’s Peak was a 
mountain near Denver named for Zebulon Pike, who in 1806 led a 
U.S. Army expedition to the eastern slopes of the Rocky Mountains 
to map the area, at the time subject of a territorial dispute with 
Spain. “Pike’s Peak or Bust” became the motto for perhaps 100,000 
fortune-seekers who invaded the region over the next three years. 

While the 1860 Clark, Gruber ten dollar pieces depicted an 
absurdly unrealistic version of Pike’s Peak, the 1861 ten dollar 
pieces appeared much like the Liberty Head federal gold coins of 
the era, with PIKES PEAK on the coronet. 

This example appears to be a late die state, with die cracks 
evident in addition to those specifically described by Don Kagin in 
his reference. The surfaces have nearly full luster with vivid green- 
gold color, although the overall appearance is a bit muted. Listed 
on page 406 of the 2017 Guide Book.

NGC. The portrait of Liberty is virtually identical to the Morgan 
dollar, but lesser in scale and surrounded by a beaded circle. Similar 
to the issued Morgan Dollar, E PLURIBUS UNUM, stars, and the 
date fill the border. The reverse depicts an eagle with lowered wings 
perched atop an olive branch and an arrows bundle, superimposed 
over a shield.

Washington ‘Seasons’ Series, The Farmer 
Silver, Baker-171, Julian IP-53

4152 (1798) Washington “Seasons” Indian Peace Medal, The Farmer 
— Tooled — NGC Details. AU. Baker-171, Julian IP-53a, 
Musante GW-68. Silver, 48 mm. Plain edge. In October 1796, 
George Washington’s third Secretary of War, James McHenry, 
ordered Seasons medals in silver and copper, as the first Indian 
peace medals struck for the United States. The U.S. minister to 
Great Britain, Rufus King, enlisted celebrated American artist 
John Trumbull to produce drawings for three obverse designs 
(known today as The Shepherd, The Farmer, and The Family) and 
a common reverse bearing the legend SECOND / PRESIDENCY 
/ OF / GEO. WASHINGTON / MDCCXCVI. Trumbull is best 
known today for the painting Declaration of Independence in the 
U.S. Capitol Rotunda, found on the back of the two dollar bill 
since the U.S. Bicentennial. 

King delivered Trumbull’s designs to Matthew Boulton’s Soho 
Mint in England. The dies were engraved by Boulton employee 
Conrad Heinrich Ktichler, and the medals were struck during 1798. 
By this time, Washington’s former Vice President, John Adams, 
was President. The Seasons medals were shipped to America but 
remained undistributed until Adams was succeeded by his political 
rival, Thomas Jefferson. Jefferson’s greatest accomplishment in 
office was the Louisiana Purchase, which nearly doubled the size 
of the United States. Jefferson commissioned the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition, where a number of Seasons medals were distributed. 

Dr. Francis Prucha suggests that the Seasons medals were unpopular 
with Native Americans, who were accustomed to medals bearing 
large portraits of kings. This may explain the rarity of the silver 
medals, which are typically seen in lower grades and in lesser 
numbers than their copper equivalents. The designs of the Seasons 
medals were “emblematic of the progressive states of man from 
the savage to the earliest arts of civilized life,” according to their 
originator, Secretary of War James McHenry. 

The Farmer design, also known as The Sower, is very rare in silver 
format. John J. Ford, Jr. had two examples (11:186 and XVI: 103) 
described as Fine and Very Fine, and those appear to be the only 
ones to surface in recent years, besides the present piece. It is a 
well-defined pearl-gray example with hints of wheat-gold and sea- 
green toning in protected areas. The surfaces are glossy from a long- 
ago wipe, and display two clusters of unobtrusive pinscratches near 
the farmer. Slight edge knocks are noted at 6 o’clock on the obverse 
and 11 o’clock on the reverse. Such problems are customary for 
silver Seasons medals, which are desirable as the first Indian Peace 
medals of our nation.

(1747) Guatemala Proclamation Medal 
Betts-345, Silver 


4153 Betts-345. (1747) Guatemala Proclamation Piece, Silver — 
Holed — PCGS Genuine Fine Details. Always or nearly always 
pierced, the present example ranks among the finest of only 10 or so 
examples known. Tan highlights are present on the olive and steel- 
gray surfaces of this pleasing representative. The obverse depicts 
Ferdinand VI facing right, while the reverse has a rider and his mount 
above two mountains. 33.3 mm, 12.8 grams. (Est. $2,000-$2,500).

4154 Betts-42. 1666 Conquest of St. Christopher. Bronze, MS64 
Brown PCGS. Saint Kitts is an island in the West Indies that was 
formerly known as St. Christopher, and is located approximately 
1,300 miles southeast of Miami, Florida. The French expelled 
English forces from St. Christopher in 1666, only to have the island 
returned to the English the following year. This Choice Mint State 
representative has slightly reflective chestnut-brown surfaces with 
delicate satin luster. A bold strike is evident on both sides. 41.1 
mm, 27.6 grams. (Est. $500-$800). 

4155 Betts-44. 1670 British Colonization. Silver. AU50 PCGS. King 
Charles and Queen Catherine are depicted on the obverse of this 
unsigned medal that was engraved by Rottier. The reverse design 
is a globe showing four continents with the legend DIFFVSVS 
IN ORBE BRITANNVS (Britain Dispersed Over the Globe). 
Slight high point rub on each side prevents a higher grade to this 
attractively toned silver-gray medal. 41.5 mm, 32.8 grams. (Est.

4156 Betts-48. 1674 Victory at Martinique. Bronze. MS63 Brown 
PCGS. This medal commemorates the French victory over the 
Dutch at the eastern Caribbean island.

The reverse shows an 
Indian warrior and Dutch captive at Martinique with an ancient 
galley in the background below Fame flying overhead. Splendid 
mahogany and chestnut-brown surfaces exhibit satin luster and 
hints of faded mint red.

Dutch Fleet Burned at Tobago, Betts-56

Dutch Republic regained control of Tobago in 1674 with the 
Second Treaty of Westminster. Fort Sterreschans was built by 
the Dutch, and repelled French naval attacks in February and 
March 1677. On December 6, 1677, a fleet led by French admiral 
Count d’Estrees destroyed the settlement and killed the Dutch 
leader, Jacob Binckes, ending Dutch attempts to settle the island. 
This rare silver medal commemorates the French victory. Betts 
translates the reverse legend as “the fleet of the Dutch burned at 
Tobago.” Sharply struck and satiny with lightly marked silver-gray 
and caramel-gold surfaces. (Est. $4,000-$6,000). 

4158 Betts-59. 1677 Tobago Taken by Assault. Bronze. MS63 Brown 
PCGS. Signed J. MAVGER. F below bust, reverse is that of the 
larger unlisted medal by Meybusch with a French mortar shell 
exploding the Dutch powder magazine, inscribed TABAGUM 
EXPUGNATUM, Tobago Taken by Assault. A late die state of 
obverse 4 as enumerated in the John Adams offering, the letters 
J.M appearing to be squashed beneath the massive curl. Satiny 
chestnut-brown surfaces display a splash of steel toning at the lower 
obverse on this lovely Select Mint State medal. 41.3 mm, 38.9 
grams.

African slave trade that populated Brazil with slaves. Delicate 
bluish-steel toning enhances the eye appeal of this mostly lustrous 
light silver-gray medal. Well struck with full obverse and reverse 
border details. 45.9 mm, 32.3 grams. (Est. $10,000-$12,000). 
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1687 Lord Albemarle Medal, AU Details 1701 Philip V Proclamation Medal

4160 Betts-66. 1687 Christopher Lord Albemarle. Silver — Cleaning 
— PCGS Genuine. AU Details. The obverse is signed GB for 
George Bower (or Bauer), featuring a richly clad Duke of Albermarle, 
the Governor General of Jamaica who was named to that position 
in 1687. He died in office the following year. The reverse depicts 
the sea god Neptune with trident, reclining on an urn, watching 
Sir William Phipps’ salvage ships on the horizon preparing to raise 
treasure on Silver Shoals that will bring the duke £90,000 before his 
death. This example was cleaned, likely before it was deaccessioned 
from the Glebow Museum. Once mounted with abraded surfaces 
and minor rim problems. An extremely rare and highly important 
medal.

The obverse, signed GB for George Bower, depicts busts 
of James II and Queen Mary, while the reverse is a close-up view of 
Sir William Phipps’ treasure recovery vessel laying off the wreck of 
the Spanish treasure ship Nuestra Senora de la Concepcion. She 
has put out a longboat which has lowered a man over the side to 
work the wreck, parts of whose ribs can be seen protruding from 
the shoaling water. The enterprise is being conducted beneath a 
cloudless sky. Phipps earned a knighthood and wealth from his part 
in this well-documented and successful treasure salvage operation.

The City of Mexico received a decree to hold 
proclamation ceremonies for King Philip V, and the viceroy of the 
city replied with a letter that the celebration would commence 
soon thereafter. The ceremony began on April 4, 1701 with a 
budget that exceeded 500,000 pesos. This cast and chased silver 
example is exceptional quality for its type with delicate gold toning 
on its light gray surfaces. We see no evidence of repair on this 
example.

The foreground on the 
obverse depicts a rowboat along with three ships of war, the Lewis 
Erasmus, Prince Frederick, and Marquis D’Antin, while a chase 
between two ships involves the Notre Dame and the Duke. The 
reverse illustrates two medallions being held side by side by two 
infant Fames. One of the medallions features a bust of lac Talbot 
and the other Ioha Morecock. Below, a treasure wagon numbered 
44 disappears at the left, followed by one numbered 45. The medal 
commemorates the battle and capture of the three Spanish ships 
carrying approximately $4 million in specie off South America by 
English privateers Talbot in the Prince Frederick and Morecock in 
the Duke.

The 
Harvard University scientist invented an apparatus to produce 
extremely high pressures, leading to the study of material properties 
under non-ordinary circumstances.
